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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4,17-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1- 
4,17-18 are allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither 
prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine 
any of the said prior art which teaches method for scanning a photographic film that 
may be a positive or negative film type with the steps successively comparing color 
densities to a standard range and triggering the scanner to treat the photographic film 
as a negative film type automatically when the color densities are within the standard 
ranged and to otherwise treat the photographic film as a positive film type when the 
color densities are not within the standard range, respectively, as set forth in Claims 1, 
17-18, including all of the features recited therein. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
